The foiirth 
from the bottom should read: The defendant remained in foster Care until age 17, 
6. With respect to paragraph 39, Mr. Sahonero notes that he is 5' 7''tall. P^ra 
should note that he remained in the hospital for only a few hours against medical 
The doctors wanted to observe him for a few daysj but tlie Deparlmenl of Corrections 
refused to have him stay longer than they felt was necessary- Paragraph 50, line 3 
read; He voluntarily left this employ because of the distana^from \/^orkto home

7- Mr. SAI lONRRO is indigent and holds no as^sets in the United States or Bolivif; In 
short;, other than the money he might eani while incarcerated he has no funds. 

PART E ^ SENTENCING OPTIONS 
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8. Mr. SAHONERO notes thai he is ineligible for most if not all of the programs that ane 
available in the Bureau of Prisons because of his immigration istato^i. In additiol, he is 
not subject to release to a half-way house within six (6) months of completion of liis term 
of incarceration, for the i^ame re^iijon: Moreover, he can expect to be placed \/ith the 
most violent offenders in the jsystem, because he is not eligible for hpuHing in a m nimum 
security facility. Finally, he will spend a significant portion of his life in custody away 
from his siblings and his mother, all of whom arc living in the United States, B ised on 
those and other reasons enumerated in United States v. Smith, 27 F.3d 649 (DC Cir 
1994) and United States v. Gomez, 431 F.3d 818 (DC Cir, 2005), the PSR should be 
amended accordingly.

9. Except for tbe instant olTcnse; Mr. SAHONERO has no history of violjuce or 
weapons offenses. Moreover, it should be noted that of the three persons arrestee at 772 
llai-vard Street, on July 28"^, 2005, only Mr. SAllONHKO remains in custody.
